Poor People's 
Drive Dunned 


WASHINGTON if*—The Interior Department is 
dunning the Poor People’s Campaign of last spring 
for $71,795, and is now threatening to sue if the 
bill isn’t paid quickly. 
Bernard R. Meyer, an associate solicitor in the 
departm ent, said the bill was submitted a few 
months ago to the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. That group sponsored the mass encam p­ 
ment on National Park grounds between the Lin­ 
coln Memorial and Washington Monument in Wash­ 
ington. 
The encampment, a cluster of plywood huts 
called Resurrection City, closed June 24 after six 
weeks of demonstrations for more government aid 
to the nation’s poor. 
The Interior Department and other government 
agencies had to clean up the camp site, and have 
billed SCLC for the cost. 
Meyer said an attorney for SCLC, Frank D. 
Reeves, said he had notified the organization of 
Interior’s actions but had not received a reply. 


U.S. Will Release 
Highway Funds 


WASHINGTON »»—The 
Department of Trans­ 
portation said today it will release Dec. 1 $600 
billion in federal-aid highway funds frozen since 
Sept. 6 as a move against inflation. 
A departm ent spokesman said the funds will 
be made available at a faster rate through next 
June so there will be no reduction in the $4 7 
billion originally authorized for current fiscal year. 
States now ahead of schedule in highway build­ 
ing will be permitted to obligate funds for the 
next fiscal year during the period, the spokesman 
said. 


Kosygin Warning 
Refers to Nixon 


MOSCOW (UPI)—Prem ier Alexei Kosygin today 
told two U.S. senators Soviet 
foreign policy in 
the near future would pursue peaceful coexistence, 
an easing of East-West relations and achievement 
of balance of strength between the two powers. 
Kosygin told Sens. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., and 
Claiborne Pell, D-R.I., that it would be difficult 
to pursue this policy of detente if one side was 
trying to become stronger than the other.

to recent statem ents by President-elect 
Richard 
M. Nixon in which he expressed desirability for 
maintaining American military superiority over the 
Soviet Union.

U.S. Camp 


SAIGON (AP) - At least 30 
rounds 
of 
heavy 
r o c k e t s 
smashed into U.S. military in­ 
stallations near Da Nang late 
today in the second such attack 
in three days. 


One of the rockets triggered a 
brilliant pillar of flame when it 
struck what may have been a

Otherwise, t h e r e 
were no reports of dam age or 
casualties elsewhere in the mili­ 
tary area, which includes the 
U.S. Marine headquarters and 
a naval base. 


South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters also reported three provin­ 
cial capitals and six district 
towns were shelled by the ene­ 
my during the night. A spokes­ 
man said these attacks, plus 
two terrorist incidents, killed 29 
civilians and 12 Vietnamese sol­ 
diers. Wounded were 72 civili­ 
ans and one soldier.

Officers said the engine’s in­ 
ventor, Joseph Papp, 35, had 


removed the wires himself to 
show a skeptic in the crowd 
of onlookers that the engine was 
not operating on outside power. 
He quickly reconnected them 
but the observer removed them 
again shortly before the explo­ 
sion, officers said. 
Papp said the engine worked 
off a solid propellant fuel cell 
working on “ an atomic power 
principle.” It produced no not­ 
iceable exhaust.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson said today that 
many bitter days and battles 
still lie ahead in Vietnam de­ 
spite the possibility of peace. 
“ 1 cannot emphasize strongly 
enough: We have not obtained 
peace—only 
the possibility of 
peace,” Johnson said in a White 
House ceremony in which he 
awarded five Medals of Honor. 
“ We shall need in the days 
ahead all the courage, all the 
steadiness, all the wisdom of 
which we are capable.” 
Johnson made the awards of 
the medal to five Army men, in­ 
cluding a Roman Catholic priest 
identified as the first chaplain 
to win the nation’s highest mili­ 
tary decoration in Vietnam. 
Capt. Angelo J. Liteky. the 
chaplain, was credited with car­ 
rying more than 20 wounded sol­ 
diers to an evacuation spot Dec, 


6 when the company he was 
with came untter heavy fire 
near Phuoc Lac. 
President Johnson said even 
though the hearts and hopes of 
all America are turned to peace 
and all of the nation’s efforts 
are bent toward its pursuit, the 
sounds of war are on everyone s 
mind. 
“ Five heroic sons of America 
come to us from the tortured 
fields of Vietnam—to remind us 
that so long as that conflict con­ 
tinues, our purpose and our 
hopes 
rest 
on 
the 
steadfast 
bravery of young men in bat­ 
tle,” Johnson said. 
The President said the five 
soldiers exhibited a degree of 
courage that brings about re­ 
spect and pride of all Ameri­ 
cans. 
“Though 
their 
spectacular 
courage sets them apart in a se­ 
lect company, they represent, 
as well, the contribution of more 


than a million young Americans 
to a world of order and peace,” 
he said. 


“ Other brave men will be 
called to other brave acts, be­ 
fore the search for peace yields 
a settlement at the conference 
table.

do not approve of. It’s his 
way of expressing his desire 
to be different from them, to 
be independent of their stand­ 
ards of behavior as well as 
dress. 
In another sense, the delib­ 
erate disregard for conven­ 
tional standards of p r o p e r 
dress may arise from a desire 
to demonstrate 
egalitarian­ 
ism. Many young people pro­ 
claim their distaste of cloth- ! 
ing as an indicator of status, 
saying that they prefer to ex­ 
press their individuality by 
the imagination and flair with 
which they wear their cloth­ 
ing, instead of the amount of 
money they are able to spend. 
They see their highly infor­ 
mal style of dress as proof of 
their lack of pretension. 
Also, as sociologist Erving 
Goffman points out, such ex­ 
treme inattention to clothing 
may be a way of symbolizing 
the wearers exclusion from 
ordinary expectations of be­ 
havior. Dr. Goffman uses the 
terms “tightness" and “loose­ 
ness” to contrast the effect 
and meaning of relatively for­ 
mal and informal clothing. 
The man wearing a suit and 
tie is expected to behave with 
a certain decorum while the 
man in a work shirt and trous­ 
ers is freer to “ let himself 
go,” 
for example, lounge 
against a wall. 


YOUR 
EMBARRASSMENT 


at your daughters’s appear­ 
ance may arise from your 
perception of her dress as a 
contradiction to the image you 
wish to present to other peo­ 
ple. If you see yourself as a 
respectable, conventional per­ 
son who abides by accepted 
standards oi^ dress and be­ 
havior, your daughter's slip­ 
shod appearance is incompat­ 
ible with your feelings of self- 
respect, as you probably see 
your daughter as an exten­ 
sion of yourself. 


A recent study by Dr. Andre 
Modigliani 
connected 
the 
tendency to become embar­ 
rassed 
in 
social 
situations 
with the individual’s feelings 
of inadequacy. 
People who have a shaky 
confidence in their own social 
worth and esteem may be 
overly sensitive to supposed 
criticism of their behavior. 
In reality, those people you 
feel you are giving a bad im­ 
pression may be indifferent to 
your daughter’s dress or, if 
they have adolescent children 
of their own, they may be 
sympathetic 
to 
you 
under­ 
standing the peculiarities of 
adolescent fashions. 
You may only increase your 
daughter’s resistence by insis­ 
ting that she dress in a cer­ 
tain way when she accomp­ 
anies you out in public. But 
you can let her know that you 
are embarrassed to be seen 
with her and tell her you’d pre- 
j fei not to go with her. Or you 


can take the risk of going 
with her anyway, with the 
hope that the reactions of oth­ 
er people will be sufficiently 
embarrassing 
to 
make 
her 
want to dress differently on 
her own inclination.

And being broke and black in 
a New York slum almost ruled 
out any promise for the young 
immigrant. 
But she says she was plucky. 
Even as a patchpocketed t o t 
she was organizing people in 
the streets to protest against 
minority plights.

clothing from the Welfare De­ 
partm ent and I'd get a baggy 
old dress to wear. All the kids 
in school would hoot at 
me.

But she did return—to beat 
the odds. She became a devot­ 
ed student, displayed an I.Q. 
of 150, constantly led her class 
standings and went on to col­ 
lect four college degrees and 
several local positions in the 
field of education. 
She also collected a husband 
(a civil service private investi­ 
gator) and a headful of social

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Sen. Hruska Claims He ll Be Republican Party Whip 


By JOHN CHADWICK 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sup- 
porters of Sen. Roman L. Hrus­ 
ka of Nebraska said Monday he 
has more than enough commit­ 
ments for election as the assist­ 
ant Republican leader, or party 
whip, in the new Senate. 
But the only other declared 


candidate for the post, 
Sen. 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania, is 
reported to be “cautiously op­ 
timistic” of winning when GOP 
senators 
caucus 
in 
January. 
Scott sent letters to all Republi­ 
can senators last week notifying 
them he is a candidate for the 
leadership vacancy left by the 


primary defeat of Sen. Thomas 
H. Kuchel of California. 
Hruska. who is in Europe, has 
let his availability for the job be 
known but has not written to his 
colleagues appealing for sup­ 
port. 
Reportedly lining up support 
for Hruska, a conservative who 
backed Richard M. Nixon for 


president, are Sens. John G. 
Tower of Texas, Howard H. 
Baker Jr., of Tennessee, and 
George Murphy of California. 
In addition, Hruska's Nebras­ 
ka colleague, Sen. Carl T. Cur­ 
tis, and Senate Republican lead­ 
er Everett M. Dirksen of Illi­ 
nois, reportedly were lending a 
hand. 


The Hruska forces said that 
they have hard commitments 
from 23 of the 42 Republican 
senators in the new Congress 
convening 
in 
January. 
They 
give 15 votes to Scott and list 
four as doubtful. 
However, supporters of Scott, 
a liberal who backed the unsuc­ 
cessful bid of New York Gov. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller for the 
GOP 
presidential 
nomination, 
showed no signs of conceding 
defeat. 
They said Scott has received 
assurances that Nixon is staying 
out of the fight.

Westmont Has W eek To 
Alternate Banks Plan 


Westmont 
residents 
again 
took to the City Council Monday 
night their fight against em­ 
bankments planned by Western 
Orbis Co. next to Wright Street 
homes as part of a 331-home 
development. 
The council, after listening 
to the pros and cons for 2V2 
hours, voted to give the resi­ 
dents 
until 
the next council 
meeting on Monday to come up 
with "a reasonable alternative” 
ot their own. 
Earlier in the meeting the 
council agreed to a two - week 
delay before acting on a tenta­ 
tive tract map for the develop­ 
ment of more than 92 acres of 


hillside land south of the exist 
ing Westmont homes. 
In recommending approval of 
the tract map, the commission, 
as part of a compromise, made 
it a condition that banks next to 
Wright Street residences be lim­ 
ited to 6V4 feet. Western Orbis 
originally 
planned 
embank­ 
ments as high as 14 feet. 
After the residents had left 
the meeting, however, City Atty. 
Robert Gustaveson reported on 
the results of further research 
he had done on the provisions 
of the state subdivision map act. 
Gustaveson advised the coun­ 
cil it must either act on the 
tract map within 10 days or by 
the next regular meeting. The 
council voted unanimously to 


place the matter back on the 
agenda next Monday. 
About 70 Westmont residents 
showed up for their third round 
with city hall on the contested 
embankments. They have also 
taken their protests to the plan­ 
ning commission and have met 
with the city staff. 
The residents apparently in­ 
tend to carry out their fight on 
two fronts. 
In working out the compro­ 
mise, the commission also set 
the 6'/2-foot limitation as a con­ 
dition for approval of a vari­ 
ance that Western Orbis wants 
to permit a 75-foot high cut into 
a promontroy. 
Adrian Wright of a group 
called Westmont Aroused Resi­ 


dents (WAR) has said that if 
the group loses on the tentative 
tract map, an appeal would be 
filed on the variance. 
“When you have a hillside de­ 
velopment you almost always 
have someone below looking at 
a slope,” said Alvin L e s s e r , 
Western Orbis vice president. 
Because the tenative t r a c t 
map already has been reviewed 
several times by the city engi­ 
neer and other members of the 
city staff, L e s s e r said he 
thought the residents’, request 
for more time to hire their own 
engineer represented 
“almost 
an affornt to the staff of this 
city.” 
Lesser said he would prefer 
to have the map approved with­ 


out the condition on the BVj-foot 
maximum fill and go back to 
the 45-foot-high cut the develop­ 
er earlier requested. 
Lesser, sometimes speaking 
in a hoarse voice, said he saw 
no objections to the more than 
one dozen conditions made a 
part of the map. except that 
he wanted the 6'^-foot limita­ 
tion in the map tied to the 61 :- 
foot limitation in the variance. 
To other questions raised by 
the residents. Lesser replied: 
“The question of parking reg­ 
ulations, the question of school 
regulations, the question of de­ 
sign, have been gone over and 
over again. 
“We’re only asking for the 
elimination of the banks,” said 


a woman resident. “ We want to 
hire an engineer to look over 
the plans from our point of view 
and tell us what is acceptable.” 
This 
sentiment 
was 
a l s o 
voiced by other residents. 
The group of residents was 
given time to come up with an 
alternative 
plan 
before 
and 
didn’t do so, replied Lesser. “ I 
know of no ordinance prohibit­ 
ing such embankments.” 
In the cut and fill required 
for 
the 
development 
of 
the 
slope, he said, the developer is 
faced with a “question of bal­ 
ance of dirt for the over-all de­ 
velopment.” 
The motion for the week's ex­ 
tension was made by Council­ 
man Stan Keetle. 


While he has “absolute confi­ 
dence” in the city staff, said 
Keetle, 
the developer’s engi­ 
neer speaks for Western Orbis 
and the city engineer speaks 
from a standpoint of law. 
Therefore, he said, he would 
agree to a time extension to 
permit the residents to h i r e 
their own engineer. 
Earlier, Councilman Bill Her­ 
rera moved to approve the map 
as submitted but he received 
the support of only Councilman 
Fred Livermore. The vote on 
Keetle’s motion was unanimous. 
Public Works Director Ora 
Lampman had said that the 
compromise proposal would be 
acceptable to the city. 
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$125,000 Bail Set for 
Laundromat Rape Suspect 


Ralph Eugene Parks Jr., 20, 
accused of a series of attacks 
on women in valley laundro­ 
mats, has been ordered to ap­ 
pear in Pomona Superior Court 
to answer an eight-count com­ 
plaint. 
The action was at Parks’ pre­ 
liminary hearing Monday before 
Pomona Municipal Court Judge 
Houston A. Smdow. The judge 
scheduled 
Parks’ arraignment 
Dec. 3 and continued bail at 


$100,000 plus a $25,000 additional 
fee which made the total $125,- 
000. Parks remained in custody. 
The hearing lasted about one 
hour. During the session, Dep­ 
uty District Attorney Norman 
Vroman presented four women 
victims and Pomona Detective 
John Smith as witnesses against 
Parks. The defendant was rep­ 
resented by Deputy Public De­ 
fender Robert Higa. 
The charges against Parks are 


kidnaping with bodily harm; 
mayhem; assault with intent to 
commit rape; assault by means 
likely to produce great bodily 
injury; assault with a deadly 
weapon; and rape. 
The attacks took place during 
a five month period. Fifteen 
women were accosted in laun­ 
dromats from Pomona to Row­ 
land Heights. Police have aban­ 
doned an early theory that two 
men were involved and now be­ 


lieve Parks alone was respon­ 
sible for the incidents. 
Parks, a pleasant-appearing 
six - footer, was arrested here 
Nov. 10. He was accused of cut­ 
ting a woman in a local laund­ 
romat when she resisted him.

Increase in Use 
Of Hospitals Told 


People are going to the nation’s hospitals in 
greater and greater numbers, a recent report of 
the American Hospital Association indicates. 
Statistics published by the association late last 
month showed that 10.5 per cent more Medicare 
patients were admitted to hospitals in July 1968 
than in July 1967. 
Last July there were 486,710 patients over 65 
admited to hospitals. The total number admitted 
in July 1967 was 440,334. In July 1966 (the first 
full month Medicare was in operation) total ad­ 
missions of the over-65 group was 438,373. 
Total admissions for all ages increased by 3.5 
per cent in July 1968, over the same period last 
year. This amounted to 77,000 admissions a day 
in July, the association said. 
Hospital outpatient visits also climbed — from 
8,810,297 in July 1967, to 9,579,223 in July 1968. 
Expectations are that outpatient visits will con­ 
tinue to rise as the nation’s population focuses 
upon hospitals as centers for community health 
care, the association remarked. 
Expenses incurred by hospitals in serving in­ 
patient and outpatient loads increased by $48 mil­ 
lion over the June total of $1.20 billion. The average 
cost per patient day in July 1968 was $67.38, of 
which $42.79 was payroll expense.

Catonsville Nine: 


Path to Chaos 


Catholic men and women, 
p r ie s t-brothers, who stormed a draft board 
Office in Catonsville, Md„ Iasi May, seized 
re c o r d s and burned them with homemade 
napalm. 
For this act, they have been convicted 
in U.S. District Court in Baltimore and sen­ 
tenced to prison terms of from 2 to 312 
years each. One of the priests was already 
serving time for pouring blood over the files 
of another draft board. 
Some groups and individuals around the 
country are now attempting to elevate the 
“Catonsville Nine” into a cause eelebre on 
the order of the Sacco-Van/ctti case of the 
1920s or the Scottsboro Boys of the ’30s. 
Let it be repeated that there can be no 
doubting the sincerity of these nine men 
and women, nor their personal courage. 
Rather than considering themselves law­ 
breakers. they look on themselves as mar­ 
tyrs to a higher law than any written by 
men. They are convinced that they are right 
and that their cau-e is just and damn the 
torpedoes of fas stic repr.sai. 
Precisely therein bes the grave danger 
their attitude and their behavior poses to 
society—not merely an orderly society but 
the humane society they so vehemently es­ 
pouse. 
For if it is permissible for these people, 
sincerely believ ing the Vietnam war or war 
in general to be evil, to commit an illegal 
act in opposition to it, it would be just as 
permissible for someone else, sincerely be­ 
lieving in the misguidedness of those who 
oppose America’s involvement in Southeast 
Asia, to raid the headquarters of a peace 
group and destroy its records. 
If depth of belief and self-righteous con­ 
viction are the only standards of judgment, 
then the police in Detroit had no business 
the other day arresting 11 young men and 
women and charging them with carrying 
out eight separate bombings m an alleged 
“antiestablishment, antigovernment plot.” 
Nor can anyone complain about the fail­ 
ure of authorities to arrest the men who 
bombed a Negro church and killed four chil­ 
dren in Mississippi in 1963—assuming that 
they sincerely believed that what they did 
was in the ultimate service of mankind. 
The act of conscience by the “Catons­ 
ville Nine,” of course, harmed no one and 
is as far removed from the latter atrocity 
as it is from the stupid demonstration some 
University of Cincinnati students planned, 
or pretended to plan—to bum a dog with 
napalm. 
Yet the premise behind all of these acts 
is identical: The end justifies the means 
That way lies chaos. Just as one atrocity 
never justifies another—not, at least, so long 
as there remain channels and means of le­ 
gitimate protest and redress in America. 
Most opponents of the war have attempt­ 
ed to use these legitimate means to make 
themselves heard. They have failed to win 
over the mass of Americans. History' will 
decide whether that is America’s tragedy 
or the protesters’. 
One thing is certain, however. The more 
they resort to acts of outright rebellion, the 
more the protesters damage, if not damn, 
their causes, whatever they may be. 


Not the Answer 


In a discussion before the Commonwealth 
Club of California in San Francisco an em­ 
inent psychiatrist had this to say about the 
“teen-age problem,” the problem of illegiti­ 
mate pregnancies, drug addiction, crime: 
“The underlying problem is the failure 
of our adult society to permit the adolescent 
a real genuine, honest-to-goodness part in 
the real-iiXe action of living.” 
The speaker, Dr. Hoy W. Menninger, 
head of the famous Menninger Foundation, 
suggested lowering the voting age to 17, 
among other things. And he cited the plight 
of the 15 year old: 
“Except for going to school, 
virtually 
nothing that he can do is legal. He can’t 
quit si hool, he can t work, he can’t drink, 
smoke, drive— except to and from school— 
he can’t marry or vote. He cannot, in fact, 
participate in any of the adult virtues, vices, 
activities or responsibilities,” 
That there are many inequities in modern 
child-raising is obvious to most thoughtful 
parents. But we wonder, with them, if par­ 
ticipating in adult virtues and vices is a 
particularly good way to correct them. And 
we wonder about all the great and good 
and decent men and women who, though 
similarly deprived, have during generations 
past become Presidents and doctors a n d 
judges and business executives and priests 
and civic leaders and just plain hard work* 
ing good citizens. 
Something needs to lie done, no doubt; 
but handing premature adulthood to teen­ 
agers hardly seems the answer* ^ 


Since I have an uncanny gift 
for knowing the future, 1 can 
tell you now exactly how the 
conversation between the vice 
president and m yself will go. 
As w e’re playing darts, 1 will 
ask him. “This new government 
job of yours, is it important?" 
“ Not really,” Spiro will say. 
“ And that’s why the President’s 
attitude is so baffling. At first 
I was pleased. You’ll recall that 
Dick told the press he planned 
to upgrade the job of the vice 
presidency and that he even in­ 
tended to give me my own of­ 
fice in the White House.

BOWL PICTURE UNFOLDING, INVITES ISSUED 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A warning to all wives: If 
you’re contemplating any activi 
ty that will force your football- 
loving husband to leave the 
boob tube on New Year’s Day, 
you might as well forget it now. 
The sponsors of that annual 
first-of-the-year 
madness—the 
college bowl games—have lined 
up some highly palitable fare 
for a day-long football feast. 
Under an NCAA rule, Monday 
was the first official day bowl 
sponsors could issue invitations 
—and berths for the Orange, 
Sugar, Cotton, Gator, Bluebon- 
net and Sun Bowls were filled 
in rapid-fire order. 
Unbeaten 
Penn 
State 
and 
once-beaten 
Kansas, both boasting crunch 
ing ground attacks, were paired 


in 
Miami’s nighttime Orange 
Bowl, while the Cotton and Sug­ 
ar bowls lined up matches be­ 
tween the top two powers in the 
Southeastern 
and 
Southwest 
conferences. 
The Cotton Bowl at Dallas 
picked eighth-ranked Tennessee 
to meet the undetermined cham­ 
pion of the Southwest Confer­ 
ence, either Texas or Arkansas. 
The Sugar Bowl at New Or­ 
leans pulled a coup and lured 
Southeastern Conference champ 
Georgia from the Orange Bowl. 
Officials said they wouldn’t 
name a foe until after Thanks­ 
giving 
Day, 
indicating 
they 
were awaiting the outcome of 
Texas’ last game against Texas 
A&M, which will determine the 
final Southwest standings. 


If Arkansas should beat Texas 
Tech this week and Texas stops 
the Aggies, then Texas would 
get the bid since the Longhorns 
whipped Arkansas during the 
regular season. 
Arkansas will get the nod if it 
wins and Texas loses, and if 
both leaders loses it will throw 
the race into confusion, produc­ 
ing a broad range of alterna­ 
tives. 
Top ranked Southern Califor­ 
nia, 8-0, already has clinched a 
trip to the granddaddy of the 
New Year’s classics—the Rose 
Bowl at Pasadena, Calif.—by 
winning the Pacific 8 title. 
The Trojans will face the Big 
Ten champion—to be decided in 
a big showdown this weekend 
between second-ranked and un­ 


beaten Ohio State and No. 4 and 
once-beaten Michigan. 
Oklahoma, 5-3, which still has 
an outside chance of sharing the 
Big Eight title, and Southern 
Methodist, 6-3, were matched in 
the 
Bluebonnet 
Bowl 
to 
be 
played New Year’s Eve in the 
Houston Astrodome. 
Missouri, 7-2, accepted an in­ 
vitation to the Gator Bowl at 
Jacksonville, 
Fla., 
Dec. 
28 
against a foe to be named in a 
few days. Alabama, 7 2, is con­ 
sidered the likely choice for the 
other berth, although Wyoming, 
Florida State and Arizona State 
also are under consideration. 
Auburn, 6-3, was picked to 
play in the Sun Bowl at El Paso, 
Tex., Dec. 28. An opponent from 
a field including Nebraska, Air 


Force, Wyoming, Arizona and 
Arizona State will be named 
soon. 
Sponsors of the Liberty Bowl 
have temporarily put off select­ 
ing teams for the Dec. 14 game 
at Memphis, Tenn. The top can­ 
didates are Louisiana State, 6-3, 
Mississippi, 
6-3, 
and 
Florida 
State, 6-2. 
Both the Sugar and Orange 
bowls waged a spirited battle to 
land Georgia. 
The Orange Bowl originally 
was strongly interested in a 
Penn State-Kansas meeting. But 
it soured on that idea after the 
Jayhawks lost to Oklahoma ear­ 
lier this month and went after 
Georgia. 
However, a spokesman for the 
Miamians 
contended 
Georgia 


accepted a no-strings bid from 
the Sugar Bowl Nov. 2 and de­ 
cided to take it rather than 
gamble on later victories that 
would be required for a shot at 
the bigger Orange Bowl jackpot. 
Kansas, which closes out its 
season against Missouri Satur­ 
day, has one of the highest-scor­ 
ing outfits 
in the nation

years, while the Nittay Lions 
have a powerful attack headed
